Tornado Hits 
Oklahoma, 
One Killed

SHAWNEE, Okla. (AP) - A 


sudden autumn tornado which 
hopscotched across this central 
Oklahoma town of 25,000 has 
killed three persons and injured 
more than 40. 


Mayor Pierre Taron estimat- 


ed damage Monday, mainly in 
the business center, at $3.5 mil- 
lion to $4 million. 


A twister, possibly the same 


one, 
killed 
one 
person 
in 


Prague, population 1,500 about 
15 miles northeast of Shawnee. 


In Shawnee, the storm cut a 


four-mile diagonal path across 
the city 
from 
southwest to 


northeast. 


Ralph Coats and Roy Lee 


Coats, not related, died when 
the tornado ripped through a 
car agency where both worked. 
The third victim, Mrs. Allen 
Roberts, 25, lived in a trailer 
court which was smashed by the 
big wind. 


Instances of looting were re- 


ported and 50 highway patrol 
troopers, 42 National Guards- 
men and police and other help- 
ers from a score of nearby com- 
munities were called in for res- 
cue and guard duty. 


Damage was concentrated in 


the downtown area, where Ta- 
ron said at least 150 businesses 
were hit, and a northern section 
of the city where many resi- 
dences were damaged or de- 
stroyed. 


Police 
dispatcher 
Charles 


Knox said a woman called to re- 
port a tornado funnel approach- 
ing. The police operate a weath- 
er warning system and Knox 
said, "I managed to get the si- 
ren turned on, but 'whammo' 
the windows came in and the 
electricity went off." 


City Hall, where the police 


station is located, later was 
evacuated when engineers de- 
clared it unsafe. 


Gov. Dewey Bartlett, who vis- 


ited the scene, said he had re- 
ports of 55 injured. The Red 
Cross estimated 40 and a news- 
paper canvass of hospitals indi- 
cated 80.

forces who desire to sow discord 
in our ranks." It moved quickly 
to replace Nasser, it said, toxlis- 
count "reports spread by the 
imperialist press of the exist- 
ence of a so-called vacuum in 
Egypt." 


"Nasser's 
death 
places a 


great burden on the ASU and its 
various organs to work closely 
with the new president to fur- 
ther Nasser's ideas," the state- 
ment said. 


It also said Egypt's alliance 


with the Soviet Union is "a per- 
manent factor, not a temporary 
convenience," and warned that 
Israel might decide to renew 
"military aggression" 
because 


of 
the 
present 
situation in 


Egypt. 


In Tel Aviv, Israel made its 


21st complaint Monday to the 
U.N. 
commission 
supervising 


the cease-fire on the Suez Canal, 
charging that Egypt was contin- 
uing 
construction of missile 


bases within 18 miles of the ca- 
nal. Egypt's antiaircraft mis- 
siles are supplied by the So- 
viets. 


Some Western observers had 


predicted that Nasser would be 
replaced by a ruling body to 
avoid an internal power strug- 
gle. Sadat is confrontpd with the 
task of striking a balance be- 
tween the Egyptian regime's 
left wing, led by Air Marshal Ali 
Sabry, and rightists led by for- 
mer Interior Minister Zakaria 
Mohieddin. 


A close friend of the dead 


president, Sadat was among the 
"free officers group" that over- 
threw King Farouk in 1952 and 
provided Nasser's springboard 
to power.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— Comedian Pat Paulsen, an 
unsuccessful presidential candi- 
date in 1968 who rose to fame 
on the Smothers Brothers tele- 
vision show, said here Monday 
night that "if it hand't been for 
Americans, we wouldn't be the 
America we are today." 


Paulsen, known for his double 


talk and satire, spoke at a Sym- 
posium '70 program at the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas. 


The sad-faced comic deliv- 


ered a free-wheeling lecture 
that poked fun at topics rang- 
ing 
from 
sex 
education to 


oriental religions. 


Asked if he planned to run in 


1972, Paulsen answered: "Yes- 
sir, as far as I can." 


Paulsen also had a few com- 


ments on the Women's Libera- 
tion Movement. 


"No one should be denied 


equal rights because of the 
shape of their skin," he said. 


On sex education, Paulsen 


pointed 
out that many old 


myths about sex had gone by 
the wayside. He said the myth 
about the stork bringing babies 
was "disproved by the academ- 
ic community in 1955." He in- 
troduced visual aids to assist in 
his sex lecture — a-Kdn-.and 
Barbie doll.

dead Sunday said they found 
small amounts of heroin and 
marijuana. Her left arm bore 
fresh needle marks, Coroner 
Thomas Noguchi said. 


Noguchi said he had assigned 


scientists to conduct the "psy- 
chological autopsy" to "deter- 
mine the mode of death more 
specifically." 


Miss Joplin often told inter- 


viewers during her three years 
of international fame that she 
never expected a long life. 


She said once: "Man, I'd rath- 


er have 10 years of superhyper- 
most than live to be 70 sitting in 
some goddam chair watching 
TV.

Her nothing-held-back, wail-

many years ago Sparky Ander- 
son was screwing legs into ta- 
bles in a furniture factory, his

Now he's the manager of the

urday's opening of the World 
Series against American League 
champion Baltimore. 


Anderson recalled those lean 


days Monday as he stood drip- 
ping with champagne in the Cin- 
cinnati dressing room after his 
Reds had defeated the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates for a three-game 
sweep of the National League 
playoffs. 


The Reds took the 
payoff 


game on a play that character- 
izes their manager's philosophy 
of

game—aggressiveness 


and the willingness to gamble. 


The score was tied 2-2 in the 


eighth at Cincinnati's Riverfront 
Stadium. Ty Cline was on sec- 
ond and Pete Rose at first. Bob- 
by Tolan lashed a single to left 
and Cline rounded third just 
beating Willie Stargell's throw 
to the plate with what turned 
out to be the winning run in a 3- 
2 game. 


"We try to play aggressive 


baseball," said Anderson. "Sure

The NL's rookie of the year in 


1969 and a former minor league 
catcher, Sizemore batted .306 
for the Dodgers in '70 and drove 
in 34 runs in 96 games. 


The reason behind his acquisi- 


tion, Cardinal General Manager 
Bing Devine said, was to shore 
up a defense rated the club's 
No. 1 problem. 


"Julian Javier is 34 going on 


35, and he has to play less," 
said Devine in reference to Car- 
dinal status at second base.

lineup at intervals in 1970 and 
31-year-old shortstop Dal Max- 
vill moved over to take his 
place.

DETROIT (AP) _ "I thought 


maybe they'd boo us off the 
field but they stayed with us," 
smiled Detroit Lions quarter- 
back Bill Munson. 


And in response to the confi- 


dence from the capacity crowd 
of 58,210 — plus a national tele- 
vision audience — the Lions put 
on a second half show for the 
viewers by overcoming a 7-0 
deficit to maul the Chicago 
Bears 28-14 Monday night. 


The victory gave Detroit sole 


possession of first in the Central 
Division of the National Foot- 
ball Conference with a 3-0 rec- 
ord. Chicago, Green Bay and 
Minnesota are all 2-1. 


Munson, who completed 13 of 


19 passes for 229 yards and a 
touchdown, indicated luck was 
a partial reason for the second 
half spurt. 


The Bears continually adjust- 


ed their defense after Detroit 
broke its huddle to come to the 
b'ne of scrimmage. 


However, "We wound up call- 


ing the right plays more than 
not in the second half," Munson 
said. "In the first half they 
(Bears) shifted a little more 
and every time we seemed to 
run right into them." 


Detroit's running game got 


bogged down to just 18 yards in 
the first half, plus only 72 pass- 
ing on six completions. There 
was brief booing of Munson and 
company until the final two 
quarters when things opened up 
and the Lions nailed Chicago for 
a 21-point third quarter. They 
ended up with 350 yards total 
offense. 


Wide receiver Larry Walton 


caught four of his tosses for 70 
yards, including a 13-yard touch- 
down. Tight end Charlie Sanders 
and halfback Altie Taylor each 
snared three for 77 and 59 yards 
respectively. 


Chicago bounced back from 


the 21-7 third quarter score with 
a 60-yard touchdown pass from 
Jack Concannon to Dick Gordon 
on the first play of the fourth 
quarter to put the Bears back 
in the game. But a key in- 
terception by Lion corrferback 
Dick LeBeau ruined 
Chicago 


and set up Detroit's final insur- 
ance touchdown. 
, The 33-year-old 12-year vet- 
eran picked off the pass at the 
Lions 26 and ran it back to the 
Bears 31. A 15-yard penalty 
by Chicago for pulling a face 
mask put the ball on the 20 and 
on the 53first play fullback Mel 
Farr sprinted inside left end for 
one of his two touchdowns with 
the aid of a great block by 
Sanders. 


On the second play 
after 


Farr's 20-yard burst LeBeau 
nabbed another Concannon of- 
fering, this time at the Detroit 
six, and Chicago only had the 
ball four more plays the rest of 
the way. 


"Everyone was pretty mad 


at himself for how each played 
in the first half," Munson said. 


When Gordon scored in the 


first quarter on a 20-yard pass 
from Concannon it was the first 
time anyone scored a touchdown 
against the Lions in their last 
five regular National Football 
League games. Chicago hasn't 
beaten the Lions in three years. 


Detroit, No. 1 in defense in 


the league, gave up just 38 
yards rushing in a 177 total. The 
Bears got just two of their eight 
first downs in the second half 
while the Lions got 17 of their 22 
then.

JACOBY MODERN bidding 
at its best. South opens with 
a forcing two-club bid. He 
only has 20 points in high 
cards but he has two strong 
major suits, first- or second- 
round control everywhere 
and a probable 10 tricks in 
his own hand. 


North's t w o - s p a d e re- 


sponse is the JACOBY 
MODERN step to show 7-9 
high-card points. Two no- 
trump would show 10-12; 
two hearts 4-6 while two dia- 
monds would show the bust 
0-3. 


South's three-spade call is 
normal and announces that 
South has a normal forcing 
two-spade bid. 


North's bid of three no- 
trump shows inability to 
raise spades and lack of a 
good suit of his own. It also 
implies that his high-card 
holding is more apt to be a 
m i n i m u m seven than a 
maximum nine although that 
doesn't have to be the case. 


South's f o u r - h e a r t call 


shows his second suit. South 
wants to play in a suit and 
is not going after a slam on 
his own power. Twenty plus 
nine only equals 29. North 
revalues his hand upward. 
He only has seven points but 
they appear to be very hard- 
working ones. He bids five 
clubs. 


Obviously this bid shows 
the club ace. North isn't try- 
ing to get into clubs at this 
stage of the bidding. South's 
five-diamond call is also a 
cue bid and North is now 
able to jump right to six 
hearts. 


South considers trying a 


seven bid. He feels that 
North does hold the heart 
king but he fears that 12 
tricks will be all he can 
make. He's right in that as- 
sumption. The poor breaks 
in spades and hearts will 
hold South to a small slam.

Exercise, like any medi- 


cine, oxygen or sunshine has 
an optimal level for each 
person. The simple truth is 
that proper e x e r c i s e can 
save your life and protect 
your health. The wrong kind 
and amount of exercise can 
harm your health or even 
kill you. Understand what 
exercise can and cannot do 
for you. Then follow the 
principles learned in your 
own health program. 


E x e r c i s e uses energy 


which, in turn, requires that 
you breathe more oxygen. 
Not only are- the exercised 
muscles working harder, like 
the leg-muscles during run- 
ning, out the heart muscle 
has to work harder to pump 
more blood for the delivery 
of the increased amount of 
oxygen to the working mus- 
cles. Since the heart muscle 
is working harder, it also

Running uses lots 
of muscles and requires a lot 
of oxygen so it causes the 
heart to work harder. 


The right kind of exercise 


will strengthen 
the 
heart 


muscle and improve its own 
blood supply by increasing 
the size and number of open 
blood vessels in the heart 
muscle. If that is your goal, 
exercise such as walking, 
jogging, running, dancing, 
swimming or other events 
that use lots of muscles is 
the way to accomplish this. 
But all of this must be done 
gradually if you are not al- 
ready in peak condition. 


I advise you do not start 


an exercise program until 
you have read my next sev- 
eral columns about exercise 
if you want to avoid prob- 
lems. 


The work of the heart mus- 


cle depends upon how much 
blood it must pump and at 
what pressure. 
The blood 


p u m p e d is literally the 
the weight the heart muscle 
must lift and the pressure is 
the force that must be ap- 
plied to the weight of the 
blood. If you are one with 
high blood pressure you have 
to be careful what kind of 
exercise program you use.

The victims included 13 Wichi- 


ta players, the head coach, ath- 
letic director and team boost- 
ers. 


James R. Greenwood, chief of 


public affairs for the Federal 
Aviation Administration, said 
Monday Golden Eagle Aviation 
of Oklahoma City, which con- 
tracted to transport the football 
team this season, did not have 
FAA certification to operate the 
45,000-pound Martin 404s. 


"They were certified to oper- 


ate aircraft in a smaller weight 
category 
and 
up 
to 
12,500 


pounds," Greenwood said. "In 
other words, they were an air 
taxi operator." 


However, 
Jack 
Richards, 


owner of Jack Richards Aircraft 
Co., 
Inc., 
which 
owned 
the 


planes, said, "I leased the air- 
plane to the university and the 
university 
supplied 
its 
own 


crews." 


The FAA seized the second 


plane at Logan, sealed its doors 
with tape and removed the door 
handles. 


The seizure order said the 20- 


year-old plane "has been in- 
volved in various violations of 
the federal 
aviation regula- 


tions." Greenwood said the vio- 
lations were "in the area of me- 
chanical deficiencies." 


Richards said of the second 


plane: "It's always been in ex- 
cellent condition." 


Greenwood said the pilot of 


the undamaged plane, identified 
as Leland T. Everette, was 
more than a month overdue for 
validating his medical certifi- 
cate to fly. 


However, the FAA 
official 


said the crew of the plane that 
crashed appeared to have had 
up-to-date medical certificates 
and commercial licenses to fly 
the Martin 404. 


Arthur Dunbar, an investiga- 


tor for the FAA, said the agency 
is having trouble determining 
whether Golden Eagle leased 
the two planes from Richards or 
only supplied the crews. 


Richards acquired title to the 


two planes from Fairchild-Hiller 
Corp. only a day before the 
crash. He said he has been leas- 
ing planes to Wichita State for 
two years.

Senate Probe of Urban 
Guerrillas Blamed for 
Deaths of 20 Officers

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate opened today a probe of 
organized 
"urban 
guerrillas" 


whose 300 assaults on police in 
the past year are blamed for the 
deaths of 20 officers. 


Sen. James 0. Eastland, D- 


Miss., chairman of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, said his inter- 
nal 
securities subcommittee 


would 
hear 
policemen 
from 


more than a dozen cities in four 
days of testimony on proposed 
new laws to protect policemen. 


One of the officers, Patrolman 


James Sledge of Omaha, Neb., 
was wounded Aug. 14 in a dyna- 
mite explosion when a fellow of- 
ficer opened a booby-trapped 
suitcase. His partner was killed 
in the incident. 


The subcommittee is consider- 


ing several proposed measures 
to curb attacks on police. 


One of them, sponsored by 


Eastland, would make traveling 
across state lines to assault, 
kill, or injure a policeman, or to 
incite or teach others to do it, a 
federal crime. 


The 
proposed 
legislation 


would authorize a $50,000 re- 


ward for information leading to 
the conviction of a person ac- 
cused of killing a policeman, 


A second section of the East- 


land bill would strengthen the 
1950 Smith Act, making the at- 
tempted overthrow of the gov- 
ernment a federal crime. 


Other bills would bar inter- 


state flight to avoid prosecution 
for the killing of a fireman or 
policeman and authorize use of 
FBI agents in such cases. 


"These deliberate attacks are 


too widespread, the incidents 
too numerous, the tactics too 
similar to suggest separate and 
isolated acts of violence," East- 
land said. 


"These instances of deadly 


violence—fitting into an omi- 
nous pattern—are part of a 
wave of guerrilla warfare," 
Eastland said. 


And, he added, "some of these 


assaults have a common denom- 
inator in the organizational af- 
filiation 
of those who have 


planned the terror and those 
who have carried it out." 


He said it is not his intention 


to inject federal law enforce- 
ment into areas of state or local 
concern.

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


nearly a month of wrangling, 
•the Senate lias shelved a consti- 
tutional amendment to(i abolish 
the electoral college and pro- 
vide for the direct election of 
the president. 


The move 
came 
abruptly 


Monday after the collapse of ef- 
forts to find a compromise. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., chief 


Senate sponsor of the proposed 
amendment, said he hopes it 
will be given another chance if 
Congress holds a post-election 
session in November. 


The 
House 
approved 
the 


amendment last year by a 339- 
70 vote and President Nixon 
subsequently endorsed it. But in 


sthe Senate it ran into delaying 
tactics by opponents and all ef- 
forts to bring it to a vote proved 
futile. 


Not until Sept. 8, nearly a 


year after the House approved 
it, was the amendment brought 
up in the Senate. Two attempts 
to shut off debate fell short of 
the required two-thirds majori- 
ty. 


A third attempt had been 


scheduled for today's session, 
but it was washed out when Ma- 
jority Leader Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont., obtained unanimous 
consent to shelve the whole is- 
sue. 


Bayh had conceded another 


cloture vote would have been 
fruitless. 


He repeatedly said he thought 


the proposed amendment could 
muster the two-thirds majority 
required for approval if only it 
could be brought to a vote, but 
other senators disputed this. 


Sen. Robert J. Dole, R-Kan., 


who had offered a compromise, 
said it was apparent there was 
no electoral reform proposal on 
which two-thirds of the Senate 
could agree. 


Many 
different 
proposals 


were 
advanced 
during 
the 


course of the debate, but none of 
them ever came to a vote. 


The unanimous-consent agree- 


ment obtained by Mansfield pro- 
vides 
the 
issue 
cannot 
be 


brought up in the Senate again 
before Nov. 16. 


There is no guarantee 
a 


lame-duck session will be held 
in November, but if there is, 
Bayh said, he and other sup- 
porters of the direct-election 
amendment hope to persuade 
Mansfield "to let us have anoth- 
er crack at it." 


If it can't win approval, he 


said, he will try some other plan 
that would be an improvement 
over the electoral college sys- 
tem.
